We  do  80  with  profound  gratitude  to  Almighty  (Jotl  for  His 
mercy  and  ^uotaining  grate,  vourhsafwl  to  us  tliroughout  another 
year — a  year  of  hardship,  sulTering,  sacrifiie  and  loss  to  most  of  our 
people;  and  yet.  we  trust,  a  year  of  spiritual  enlargement.  May  it 
not  l)e  that  these  afflictions  shall  work  out  for  us  a  far  more  excceilin^' 
and  eternal  weight  of  glory  'i 

We  are  living  in  the  days  of  war,  and  rumours  of  war;  our  coun- 
try is  giving  of  it«  noblest  and  Itest.  From  all  our  congregations  the 
youth  and  flower  of  our  manJKMHl  linve  gone  forth,  having  heard  tin- 
call  of  duty,  to  defend  the  very  existence  of  our  Kmpire  and  her  honor, 
against  the  modern  Hun.  Twenty-three  of  tlie  ministers  and  proba- 
tioners have  already  enlisted,  whil-'  many  others  have  offered  their 
services  to  their  King  and  Country.  Already  some  of  our  brave  men 
have  made  the  great  sacrifice,  whil^  others  have  returned  home 
wounded  and  maimed  for  life.  Shall  tlie.se  suffer  in  vain?  Surely 
not !     After  this  Gethsemane  shall  come  a  resurrected  world. 

Ood  who  spake  in  times  past  through  the  flood  and  captivity  is 
surely  speaking  to  the  world  to-day  through  this  great  war,  calling 
upon  men  to  forsake  their  false  i»tandards,  base  materialism  and  gri'ed 
for  gold,  and  to  seek  first  the  kingdom  of  righteousness. 

We  rejoice  to  see  the  human  response  to  the  Divine  call,  mani- 
fested in  the  great  world  temperance  movement,  wherein  nations  are 
putting  away  the  al>ominable  traffic  in  strong  drink.  Our  great  ally, 
Ru!|sia,  has  led  the  way  in  abolishing  vo«lka;  France  has  abolished 
al>sinthe;  the  British  Government  has  taken  strong  measures  to 
strangle  the  traffic,  and  in  our  own  fair  Dominion  Province  aft<>r 
Province  has  prohibited  the  traffic.  We  are  confidently  expecting  our 
own  Province  of  Briti.sh  roliimbia  soon  to  rise  up  and  drive  out  this 
iniquitous  business. 

This  awakening  of  the  social  con.science  is  also  evidence*!  in  the 
public  protest  against  party  patronage  and  kindred  social  vices,  which 
in  the  past  were  regarded  as  necessary  evils  to  lie  tolerated  or  even 
defended.  Let  us  not  he  unduly  disturl>ed  by  the  exposure  of  these 
sins,  but  rather  thank  God  that  the  day  has  dawncnl  when  these  evils 
must  go. 

If  these  things  are  to  be  accomplished  Methodism  will  need  to 
gird  on  her  armor  and.  standing  shoulder  to  shoulder  with  those  of 
other  churches,  march  forward,  as  one  great  host  to  slay  these  monsters 
of  iniquity.

uf  pernicious  advertisements  and  suhth'  editorials  to  beguile  the 
people.  We  rejoice  that  in  Canada  some  of  our  leading  dailies  refuse 
all  such  pernicious  advertisements,  and  trust  the  tlay  ma)  simn  come 
when  this  may  i)e  said  of  them  all. 

Another  sector  of  our  liattle  line  that  needs  careful  guarding  is 
the  ohst-rvance  of  the  Lord's  Dav.  Many  attacks  have  Im-cii  liiirled 
at  this  point,  liut  uur  lines  have  iield.  We  would  urge  all  our  people 
to  keep  holy  the  Sal)l>ath  day. 

A  glance  through  the  statistical  returns  f(jir  the  year  shows  a 
deiTease  in  most  of  our  depurtiiients,  but  when  we  consider  the  con- 
ditions prevailing  throughout  the  Province  we  are  constrained  to 
rejoice  tliat  these  decreases  are  not  greater.  The  Woman's  Mission- 
ary SiK-iety  reports  un  increase  of  'iO  per  cent,  in  their  missionary 
givings.  Let  us  pray  that  in  the  coming  year  all  these  de<;reases  may 
lie  convi  Med  into  iucrea.ses  and  devote  all  our  energies  to  help  realize 
our  prayers. 

The  ranks  of  our  ministry  liave  Ihh'ii  seriously  depleted  for  the 
coming  year.  Besides  the  twenty-three  who  have  enlisted,  one  has 
died  (luring  the  year,  anil  three  have  asked  for  Sui»erannuation  after 
many  years  of  faithful  service.  A  class  of  eight  are  coming  U>v 
ordination,  one  as  a  missionary  in  China,  one  a  native  Japanese  and 
one  a  native  Indian,  to  lalM>r  among  their  ov^'ii  jK'opIe.  It  is  hoped 
that  all  our  tields  may  be  provided  for,  but  this  can  only  be  done  by 
heroic  measures  and  a  spirit  of  sacridce,  both  by  the  ministry  and 
laity  alike. 

Of  a'l  the  calls  of  duty  i'li  these  doys  none  is  more  important  or 
more  \  ital  tlian  the  call  to  prayer.  It  is  still  true  "  without  Me  ye 
can  do  nothing.'"  .Icsus  ever  exhortt^d  His  followers  to  pray.  May  the 
incense  of  prayer  ascend  fnnii  every  heart  and  from  every  Christian 
liresinc  and  fnmi  every  congregation  as  the  people  gather  together  at 
the  hour  of  prayer  to  lift  u])  the  hamls  of  their  pastor  that  Israel 
may  prevail. 

Fiinilly,  we  oommeiid  you  to  the  grace  of  our  Tiord  Jesus  Christ, 
that  lie  may  establish  you  in  every  good  way  and  work  to  do  71  is 
will,  working  in  yon  to  will  and  to  do  according  to  Tlis  own  good 
pleasure.

We  feel  that  this  work  is  worthy  of  our  heartiest  supi^rt  and  we 
would  reeonunond  that  an  application  he  made  to  the  Church  and 
Parsonage  Aid  Fund  for  a  loan  of  $5,000.oo,  said  sum  to  Im  secured 
l)y  first  mortgage  on  the  property,  and  the  entire  proctrds  to  Ik-  used 
in  discharging  present  mortgage  and  interest,  paving  .irren's  of  taxes 
and  any  sum  in  excess  of  tliese  items  to  he  used  for  the  ])repayinent 
of  interest  and  for  1!M<I  taxes.  The  property  olfers  ample  security 
for  this  amount. 

Your  Committee  reviewed  the  missionary  situation  in  the  Con- 
ference as  thoroughly  as  time  would  permit.  Dr.  White  report«Ml 
that  the  work  of  the  Conference  Standing  Committee  iluring  the  past 
year  had  heon  largely  administn"-ve. 

The  Committw  desire  to  place  on  record  their  appreciation  of 
the  very  deep  and  sympathetic  interest  with  whidi  the  (Jiiieral  Board 
of  Missions  has  dealt  with  our  heavy  requirement  and  their  desire  to 
meet  (as  far  as  their  funds  w.ll  allow)  every  reasonahle  request 
made  to  them. 

The  appeal  of  the  General  lOard  of  Missions  for  1!»15-lf)  was 
lor  tToO.OOO,  and  w(!  understand  tliat  a  similar  amount  will  he 
required  for  ]J)1()-17;  and  we  would  urge  that  a  minimum  increase  of 
In  per  cent,  for  missionary  givings  he  our  ohjective  for  British 
Columhia.  and  in  order  to  accomplish  this  we  would  recommend:

suggest  that  the  pastor  of  Central  Church  lie  asked  to  take  charge  of 
the  supplies  and  conduct  all  correspondence  connecte*]  therewith  :  tliat 
a  full  report  of  the  year's  work  lie  given  to  the  next  Annual  Confer- 
once,  and  that  in  every  way  we  endeavor  to  use  this  valuable  asset 
to  the  missionary  activities  of  the  Church  to  its  fullest  extent.

STATE    OF    TlIK    WOKK. 

The  rt'port  wa.s  read,  aiufiidctl  aii<l  adopted  as  follows.  This 
Committee  beg  to  report  as  follows : 

1.  We  note  with  satisfaction  the  evidence  of  a  jr.owiug  interest 
in  spiritual  things  and  a  change  in  the  estimate  plnced  on  material 
things. 

2.  The  union  of  so  many  young  people  with  the  Church  during 
the  year  is  a  source  of  great  interest  and  a  cause  ""or  increased  hope. 

3.  The  question  of  prohiliition,  touching  as  it  does,  so  many 
sides  of  our  social  life  is  a  gratifying  sign  of  the  times. 

4.  The  willingness  of  our  brothers  to  face  the  issues  of  Empire 
and  lay  life  on  the  altar  for  defence  of  liberty  and  free  institutions, 
speaks  louder  than  words. 

5.  Notwithstanding  the  many  demands  upon  our  people  for  l?ed 
Cross,  patriotic  and  other  funds,  yet  the  connexional  funds  of  our 
Church  have  been  well  sustained. 

6.  There  never  was  a  ;ime  when  more  earnest  efforts  were  made 
for  the  betterment  of  tlie  social  life  of  the  people.  Dr.  Moore,  with 
his  co-workers,  has  been  able  to  place  his  linger  on  many  sore  points 
in  the  body  politic  and  has  already  remedied  some,  and  has  measures 
under  wa    to  remedy  othc-s. 

7.  It  is  a  great  satisfaction  to  know  that  such  splendid  work  has 
been  done  in  Columbia  College,  and  we  commend  it  to  the  hearty 
support  of  all  our  people. 

8.  While  the  report  of  tlic  Statistical  Committee  shows  a  slight 
decrease  in  membership,  this,  we  lielieve,  is  largely  or  wholly  accounted 
for  by  the  decrease  in  population  in  tiie  Province. 

y.  While  times  are  dull  and  money  scarce,  this  (Committee 
desires  to  point  out  the  fact  that  our  missionary  income  is  as  high 
per  capita,  if  not  higher,  than  in  former  years,  and  when  the  war 
cio.ses.  we  feel  assured  tiie  iIis.'<ionary  Fund  shall  be  larger  than  ever. 

10.  This  Committee  recommends  to  Conference  that  the  re(|uest 
from  Esijuimalt  regarding  the  immediate  need  of  making  further 
j)rovision  for  tlic  na\al  and  military  work,  be  laid  before  the  Army 
and  Navv  Board  ami  tiic  Missionarv  Societv.

Your  Committee  beg  leave  to  report  as  follows: 
1.  That  wp  as  a  Churrli  rcalTirni  onr  strong  nonvietion  tliat  one 
of  the  founqations  of  stability  in  our  nntionnl  and  Churcli  life  is  the 
keeping  holy  the  Tiord's  Day  and  oliscrviiig  it  not  simply  as  a  day  of 
rest,  but  of  worship,  and  wp  deplore  the  prevailing  tendency  to  make 
it  but  n  holiday  for  all  kinds  of  sports  and  amuspmenh«.  making  it 
very  little  differpnt  from  otlipr  days.  Wp  would  urge  our  eongresa- 
tions  to  set  apart  the  Sunday  after  Easter  as  l^ord's  Day  Sunday  as 


ordorofl  l»y  our  l>iscipHii(\  tlmrgliy  showiiifr  forth  the  ciaim.<  of  the 
Lord's  Day  to  our  |m'oi)U!. 

2.  Til  view  of  tho  prcxaliMicc  of  Sunday  railway  and  stoamhoat 
cxcnrsions  in  tlie  T'rovinco.  and  their  detrimental  effect  on  the 
sanetity  of  the  Lord's  Day.  we  ur;,'e  iiiwin  our  ministers  and  Quarterly 
Boards  tlie  importance  oif  takin;:  action  in  every  case  where  the  law 
is  infrinjred.  thereby  securing;  better  Sabbath  observance. 

3.  We  recojrni/.e  the  value  it  has  been  to  SabV)ath  observance  in 
the  unorjranized  districts  of  the  Province  that  it  has  been  readily 
possible  throujrh  the  Attoriiey-Oencrars  Department  to  enforce  the 
Lord's  Day  Act.  .\t  the  same  time  we  would  impress  upon  our  min- 
isters and  laymen  the  necessity  of  ur^njj  upon  our  mayoi-  and 
councils  their  duty  in  seeing  that  the  Tiord's  Day  Act  be  carried  out 
in  cities  and  municipalities. 

4.  We  note  with  (.'ratification  the  efforts  that  are  beinjr  made  in 
the  city  of  Ynncoiiver  for  the  enforcement  of  the  provisions  of  the 
liord's  Day  Act  and  conunend  hishly  the  fearlessness  of  the  Mayor 
and  Police  ronmiissioiiers.  but  rejrret  that  the  rulinjrs  of  the  Courts 
are  such  that  it  seems  impossible  to  close  fruit  and  such  like  stores. 

•">.  Wc  lieartily  endorse  the  recent  Provincial  legislation  provid- 
iiifr  for  a  weekly  half-holiday,  bclievinrr  the  .same  to  he  helpful 
towards  a  better  observance  of  the  Lord's  Day  as  a  day  of  worship  as 
well  as  a  day  of  rest. 

<).  As  a  Conference  wc  wish  apain  to  express  our  appreciation  of 
the  efficient  work  of  tlie  Western  Secretary  of  the  Lord's  Day  Alli- 
ance, Rev.  C.  TT.  Tfucstis.  M..\.,  D.D..  and  commend  most  heartily 
iiis  .services  to  tiie  ministry  and  laity  of  our  Church.

ST^NDAY    SCTTOOL    COMMITTEE. 

In  common  with  all  other  departments  of  our  Church  work,  the 
Sunday  school  has  tiecn  seriously  affected  by  war  conditions.  This 
was  seen  first  in  the  matter  of  statistics.  For  .several  years  we  have 
recorded  with  tlinnks<.nvin<r  an  annual  increase  in  enrollment  of 
about  10  per  cent.  This  year  we  liave  to  report  a  decrea.se  of  1.167. 
leavinir  our  pnveiit  enrollment  2;5.2!1H. 

That  tlic  etliciency  of  the  schools  has  been  maintained  is  illus- 
trated in  the  case  of  at  least  one  district — Vancouver  East — which 
while  reportinsr  a  decrease  in  enrollment  of  llfi  shows  an  increase 
;ivcniL''c  attendance  in  Sundav  school  of  Tt2  over  last  year. 

Financial  reports  show  tlie  effects  of  stringent  money  conditions. 
The  total  amount  raised  liy  the  schools  for  all  purposes,  $23,080. 
heini:  a  decrease  of  $1.17H.  We  think  that  when  compared  with  other 
ile|>:utuu'nt<  of  Church  finan'ccs.  the  slK>winir  is  (piite  favorable.  The 
onlv  Item  of  increase  in  the  report  is  the  missionary  column,  which 
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iimrks  an  iiicicasc  of  .l!.")().(l()  over  last  vcar.  The  total  for  missions 
from  till'  Siuuiav  mIiooI  ln-ing  !i!'^,llH. 

Our  coiitrilmtioii  to  tin-  (leiu'ral  Sunilay-scli(H)l  Funil  whs 
■iiJSI.dd,  a  ilwrcasi'  of  ifci.s.oii.  \\\>  oarnostlv  <()mmi'inl  to  our  sdi(K)ls 
Jlic  duty  of  sustainiii;;:  tliis  imiKtrtaiit  fund,  and  appfal  for  a  much 
lur;.'or  sujiport   durin;;   the  coming  year. 

'I'hc  old  cstalilishcd  lines  of  Sunday-school  work  have  been  well 
sustained,  scluxtls  are  well  sH|)[)lii'd  with  lesson  help  and  other  litera- 
ture from  our  own  puliiishing  lutuse.  Itoards  of  Management  report 
regular  meetings;  temperance  instruction  roceives  much  attention  as 
shown  liy  the  fact  that  Mil  signed  the  pleilge  tluring  the  year,  with 
a  present  enrollment  of  1,1  Id  in  this  deimrtnient.  Missionary  instruc- 
tion is  more  general,  and  .!!•  schools  having  a  missionary  secretary  or 
committee. 

Jn  respect  to  the  more  modern  developments  in  Suralay-school 
work,  we  cannot  accept  the  progress  as  satisfactory.  Teacher  train- 
ing, i)y  which,  of  course,  we  mean  the  continual  recognition  of  such 
work  as  part  of  the  activities  t>(  the  school,  th<'  ])ursuit  of  a  standard 
course  of  lessons,  etc.,  is  :iot  heing  carried  forward  with  uiucli  enthus- 
iasm. Partial  courses  seem  to  have  heen  adopted  in  some  schools, 
hut  the  consciousness  of  real  need,  at  this  ])oint,  must  he  iirought  more 
forcihly  to  the  attention  of  su])erinteiulents,  teachers  and  ministers. 
Efficient  teachers  are  the  |iaramount  need  of  all  schools,  large  and 
small. 

(irading  has  made  slow  j)rogress,  hut  rejiorts  indicate  that  there 
has  been  an  increase  of  thirteen  in  schools  adopting  some  form  of 
graded  courses.  We  heartily  commend  the  new  graded  department 
lessons  issued  hy  our  (ieiicral  Board  to  all  .schools  as  a  great  advance, 
and  a.<  looking  to  a  more  complete  system  of  graded  suhjei'ts  in'  the 
future. 

That  the  honu'  de|)iu-tnient  is  not  very  highly  appreciated  is  evi- 
denced in  tlie  small  enrollment  of  1,00."). 

.\gain  we  would  conunend  to  all  Sunday-school  leaders,  the 
ilevelopnu'iit  of  this  unpretentious  hut  most  useful  department, 
helieving  that  every  congregation  has  need  of  such. 

That  4()!>  memhers  have  ])assed  into  Church  membership  from 
the  .school  iiulicatcs  that  stune  attention  is  given  to  recording  spiritual 
results  in  the  work.  While  statistics  can  never  tabulate  the  actual  and 
complete  results,  we  believe  that  emphasis  should  be  given  to  the 
importance  of  bringing  our  youth  into  the  hai»|)y  and  vital  relation 
to  the  mendtcrship  of  the  Church,  and  again  we  c<mimend  to  all 
ministers,  Sunday-sciiool  workers  and  |)arents  this  great  privilege  and 
obligation. 

We  have  reason  for  cik  ouragcnient  in  the  wider  vision  which  has 
conu'  to  the  leaders,  both  in  our  general  and  local  work,  and  which  will 
prevail  in  advancing  the  religious  education  to  a  place  of  .supreme 
importance  as  the  Church's  chief  normal  evangelistic  agency. 
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III  harmony  with  this  ailvaiiec,  wo  desire  the  Conference  to  plane 
ou  roeord  coueeriiiny  tiie  foHowing  matters: 

1.  That  tlie  I'onfereiiee  having  heeu  memurialized  hy  the  \'aii- 
(duver  Metliodist  Sunday-sclio.)!  Astiociation  to  consider  the  advisa- 
l)ility  of  entering  into  a  co-operative  movement  with  other  Churches 
in  tarrying  forward  convention  and  institute  work  with  a  view  to  a 
larger  co-operation  than  has  hitherto  heen  manifest,  such  memorial 
having  l)een  endorsed  hy  a  numlier  of  tlie  districts  in  xVnnual  District 
Meeting  and  a  communication  having  heen  received  from  the  Synod 
of  the  Preshyterian  Cliurch  at  its  recent  session,  enclosing  a  minute 
of  ])roceedings,  approving  tiie  same  end  and  means,  we  recommend 
that  the  Conference  give  endorsation  to  this  principle,  and  appoint 
a  committee  of  eiglit  nienihers  to  give  practical  direction  to  such 
movement  in  co-operation  with  committees  from  other  denominations. 

2.  That  we  approve  of  the  National  and  Provincial  Advisory 
Committee  for  co-operation  in  Iwys*  work,  and  note  with  satisfaction 
the  progn'ss  of  the  movement  in  this  Province,  and  realizing  the 
urgent  need  of  a  i)ett(r  understanding  of  the  '"  Teen  age  hoy  prohlem," 
we  urge  our  workers  to  avail  themselves  of  the  tionferences  and 
studies  provided,  that  a  more  efficient  leadership  may  he  developed  in 
this  s]M'cial  sphere.  We  lieartily  commend  the  Canadian  Standard 
Ktficiency  Test  for  l)oys.  and  urge  its  adoption  wherever  practicahle. 
Wc  give  hearty  encouragenu'nt  to  the  movement  to  provide  a  suitable 
programme  for  ''  Teen  age  girls.'" 

:!.  Tliat  we  learn  with  .satisfaction  of  the  institute  and  summer- 
school  work  carried  on  during  the  year  in  the  various  districts  by 
our  Field  Secretary.  Hev.  J.  P.  Westman,  as  an  inspirational  and 
educative  factor  in  our  work:  and  believing  that  int^easing  results 
would  accrue  from  (X)-o])eration  with  other  denominations  in  this 
field,  we  W(mld  urge  that  wherever  po.ssible  the  princii)le  of  co-opera- 
tion l»e  applied,  learning  that  such  a  summer  school  is  now  planned  at 
Ocean  Park  for  this  summer.  We  earnestly  desire  the  leaders  in 
districits  thus  .served  to  give  tlieir  full  support. 

1.  That  the  Conference  Ivarns  with  approval  of  the  measure  of 
instruction  given  in  the  matter  of  temperance,  and  of  results  shown 
in  pledge-signing,  and  commends  this  policy  to  all  our  schoolr..  At 
this  eventful  time  in  tlie  moral  history  of  our  I'roviiu'e,  we  strongly 
urge  that  our  Sunday  schools  make  the  largest  possible  contribution 
to  the  prohibition  cain])aign  by  becoming  centres  of  intelligent 
enthusiasm  and  media  througli  which  we  may  reach  our  entire  con- 
stituency and  influence. 

5.  That  the  Conference  notes  with  satisfaction  the  increasing 
inti-rest  sliown  in  the  report  concerning  missions  as  evidenced  in  the 
ii|ipointment  of  Missionary  .Secretaries  and  Committees  and  in 
increased  contributions.  We  commend  to  all  our  schools  the  policy 
iidopted  bv  our  (ieneriil  Hoard  in  co-operation  with  the  Missionary 
Society  and   urge  that  lilirnries  and  ctpiipmeiit  be  })rocured   by  our 
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.<(hooli»,  thnt  a  larger  intcrpst  ami  effitrii-ncv  may  result  in  the  coming 
year. 

)!.  Tliat  whereas  a  niemoriul  has  k'eii  referred  t<>  this  Committee 
requr<tiiig  a  pronouncement  on  the  (luestion  concerning  the  hours  for 
holding  the  Sunday-scliixtl  ses.sion  during  the  summer  months,  and 
sucIj  question  having  liccoine  a  matter  of  serious  agitation  in  some 
schools,  and  harmony  df  thought  and  action  i>itween  schools  being 
considered  advisable,  and  whereas  a  resolution  passed  i>y  the  Laymen's 
Association  of  this  Conference,  favoring  no  ciinnge  from  the  after- 
noon hour,  has  also  been  received  liy  this  Committee,  we  therefore  beg 
to  refKirt  that  while  we  deem  it  ad\isable  that  the  Conference  pro- 
nounce arbitrarily  on  the  question  since  local  conditions  vary,  we  are 
strongly  of  the  o|iinion  that  the  wider  interests  of  our  scliools  and 
communities  are  best  served  by  general  ailherence  to  the  prevailing 
afteriKM)!!  hour,  and  we  so  recommend. 

t.  Believing  that  the  spirit  of  true  worship  has  not  had  a  large 
development  in  many  of  our  schools,  and  l)elieving  also  that  such 
worship  is  a  matter  of  vital  importance,  especially  to  the  young  life 
under  our  care,  we  beg  to  commend  to  the  most  serious  consideration 
of  all  our  ministers.  su])erintendents  and  other  leaders  the  necessity 
of  providing  an  adequate  service  in  the  sch(M>l  session,  cultivating  and 
expressing  tb     ■(  >it  of  worship. 

8.  We  1r„  t  record  our  satisfaction  that  our  General  Secretary. 
Kev.  S.  T.  Bartlett,  has  visited  our  Conference  during  the  year  ami 
touched  our  work  at  various  centres,  giving  stimulus  to  our  worker? 
and  deepening  the  sen.*"  of  unity  throughout  our  connection. 

9.  Your  Committee  desires  to  express  appreciation  of  the  en- 
thusiastic devotion  of  our  Field  S«HTetary,  Rev.  J.  P.  Westman  to  the 
work  of  Sunday-scli(M)l  advance.  His  genial  disjwsition.  optimism 
and  power  to  enthuse  his  a.ssociates  make  him  a  welcome  visitor  to 
all  our  circuits  and  missions,  and  wc  urge  local  workers  to  make  the 
liest  possible  use  of  his  co-operation,  that  the  iK'st  interests  of  the 
whole  work  may  be  ]>rom(>te<l. 

10.  We  recommend  that  Kev.  O.  M.  Saiiford  Iw  Conference  Sun- 
day-school Swretary  for  the  coming  year.

In  reviewinj:  tlic  work  of  the  year  we  find  tliat  in  common  with 
many  other  departments  wc  are  compi'lled  to  report  a  decrease. 
Many  of  our  menilters  have  gone  to  the  front  and  thus  our  attendance 
has  been  greatly  lessened.  On  the  wliolc  the  work  has  been  well 
sustained.  It  is  impossible  to  give  an  exact  report,  as  some  have 
not  yet  sent  in  ihoir  sche<lules.  If  all  reports  were  in  we  lielieve  we 
would  nearly  balance  with  Inst  year. 

We  are  convinced  that  if  our  societies  arc  to  do  the  work  ex- 
pecU'd  of  them,  we  must  put  all  our  activities  upon  a  sound  educa- 
tional f(M)ting.  The  change  of  viewpoint  in  these  years  has  forced 
up(m  us,  more  than  ever,  the  nwessity  of  understanding  the  principles 
for  which  we  live.     We  would  suggest: 

1.  That  a  greater  emphasis  l)e  placed  u|M)n  the  Rally  Service 
when  the  programme  of  the  eeason  may  1h'  presented  and  discussed. 
This  programme  should  include  Bible  study,  the  Cultivation  of  the 
Devotional  Life,  Christian  Culture.  Traiiiing  for  Ijcadership  and 
Service  through  Missions.  Stcwardsliip,  Extcnsioi\.  Recreation,  Com- 
munity Work.  Citizenship  and  Evangelism.  This  will  develop  them 
on  all  four  sides,  physical,  mental,  scxial  and  religious. 

2.  We  believe  that  greater  attention  should  lie  paid  to  the 
organizing  of  our  Juniors  and  Intermediates.  We  note  an  increase 
of  five  Junior  Societies  during  the  year. 

3.  Inasmuch  as  there  has  como  to  us  many  re(|iiests  regarding 
the  relation  of  organized  classes  in  the  Sunday  school  ^o  our  Young 
People's  organizations,  we  would  suggest  that  in  every  congregation 
a  committee  be  appointed  to  incpiire  into  all  local  conditions  with 
a  view  toward  preparing  a  programme  which  shall  be  co-related  in 
such  a  way  as  to  l»e  supplenu'ntal.  not  conflicting  or  competing. 
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\Vi'  wtiiit  i)ii(>  iiu-liisivf  iir;;niii/iitiiiii  of  iiii<l  hy  itil  tin;  3'oiinji^ 
IM'DpIc  (»r  the  li«al  rhiiicli,  this  must  iiavc  f(»r  its  aim  t\w  production 
llitiiiij,'li  trniiiiiii:  and  influence  of  true  Christian  ctiarat-ter  expresst'd 
in  riijht  living'  and  etlieieiit  serviiifr. 

I.  Beliovinj:  tliat  tlie  work  of  missions  in  its  l)roadest  seii.so  is 
the  |>riniary  work  of  tlie  Chureli  of  Jesus  Christ,  and  reali/in<i  that 
tile  missionary  (spirit  is  fundamental!  to  tlie  effeetiveness  of  tin* 
ini|iaet  of  His  Chnrcli  upon  the  world,  and  that  tliere  I'an  lie  no  loss 
to  the  power  of  our  niend)ersliip  in  tlu'ir  duties  as  eitizons  in  their 
home  communities  hy  the  emphasizing,'  of  our  missionary  responsit>ili- 
ties.  i)ut  rather  a  ;rain.  and  knowinjr  tiiat  the  Epworth  League  is  the 
luitural  deaiin<r  iiouse  of  all  activities  aniontr  our  youiijr  people,  and 
the  natural  medium  for  expression  of  comradeshij)  in  the  expedition- 
ary forces  in  traininjr  for  service  in  the  Kinjrdom  of  (iod  at  home 
and  abroad,  we  recommend  : 

(a)  That  all  Leagues  semi  delegates  to  the  summer  schools,  that 
leaders  may  lie  trained  to  carry  on  educational  work  in  the  liome 
church. 

(/')  Tiiat  the  districts  campaign  their  tiehls,  using  the  lantern 
missionary  slides  and  literature  always  at  their  disposal.  In  eonnec- 
tion  with  this  recommendation  we  express  our  gratitude  to  Rev.  F.  C. 
Stejihenson  for  the  olTer  of  lantern  and  slides,  and  recommend  the 
District  Kpworth  l^eague  otiiccrs  to  undertake  the  organization  and 
pi'o.-ecution  of  the  lampaign 

(f)  We  reconunend  to  oui'  League  the  M issintiarii  liiiJhUii  and 
its  monthly  missiunarv  to|>ics  a-  splendid  aids  in  the  creation  of  a 
missionary  spirit,  and  would  urge  its  introduction  into  all  our 
Leaguep. 

{(I)  We  would  urge  that  joint  nurtings  of  the  Kj)Worth  lieague 
J[i.ssionary  and  Sunday-school  Mi.«sionary  Cimimittees  he  held  for 
co-operation  in  missionary  educatiomd  work  ami  purchasing  niission- 
ary  hooks,  niajis.   lantern  slides  and  otiier  eipiipment.

FINANCE   ANJJ   SYSTEMATK;    BENEFK^ENCE. 

We  beg  to  report: 

1.  That  no  resolution  was  received  for  our  consideration. 

2.  Your  Committee  note  with  very  great  satisfaction  that  the 
Divine  Father  lias  so  blessed  many  of  our  people  with  the  grace  of 
giving  that  their  contribution  of  the  total  of  $!i31,811  on  the  basis 
of  full  nieml)ership,  averages  about  $lfi.63  per  capita,  or  about  ,12 
cents  per  week. 

Further  analysis,  however,  shows  that  the  missionary  contriitu- 
tion  only  amounts  to  $1.14,  or  about  2  1-5  cents  per  week  per  capita. 
This  amount  does  not  include  the  contribution*'  of  the'W.M.S. 

Columbia  College  contributions  only  21  cents  per  capita. 

Social  Service  and  Evangelism,  only  7  cenfc?  per  capita. 

These  amount*  we  consider  to  be  altogether  insufficient  to  meet 
the  demands  of  the  work,  or  to  the  standard  we  should  set  liefore  us. 

Therefore,  taking  into  consideration  the  fact  that  we  have  many 
munificent  givers,  and  that  as  a  consequence  many  members  must 
lome  i)elow  the  above-named  averages,  we  would  ur<?e  upon  all  Super- 
inrendents  of  Circuits  and  Official  Boards  the  importance  of  renewed 
and  ))crsistent  educational  efforts  in  relation  to  missionary  and  other 
connexional  funds  tliat  our  people  move  on  unto  perfection  in  this 
grace.

I>ater  ill  tlie  year  the  City  Mission  and  Kxtensioii  Society  assumed 
for  the  time  lieiiig  a  iial>iiity  of  !|c^.(M»(i.()0  due  the  I'nion  Bank,  by 
giving  Hie  note  of  tlie  Society  for  two  years,  Tlie  brethren  of  the 
Vancouver  ciiiirclies  gave  their  personal  iioti-s  as  collateral  security. 

\l  tliu  .Vnnual  Conference  lield  in  I'.M."),  the  matter  came  up  for 
ilisi  us.sioii.  .\  committee  was  ajipoiiited,  and  after  canvassing  the 
.-ituatiou,  reported  to  Conference,  advising  an  appeal  to  be  made  in 
every  Circuit  througliout  the  ('(mfereuce  for  Uie  sum  of  $3,1)00.011. 
The  Conference  endorsed  the  reptirt  of  the  Committee,  and  the  appeal 
was  made.  As  a  ri'sult  of  this  appeal  5!)  Circuits  responded  out  of 
187  reported  last  year.  These  .")!»  Circuits  contributed  $821.48.  Had 
all  Circuits  responded  in  proportion  to  those  heard  from  the  greater 
portion  of  the  amount  would  iiave  been  raised.  This  appeal  was 
made,  not  us  an  asstssiijent,  but  was  purely  voluntary.

OCEAN    PARK. 

On  motion  the  report  was  brought  before  the  Conference. 

To   the  BriliKh   Colinnhid   Conference  of  the  Methodint  Church    of 
Canada: 

The  Ocean  Park  property  consists  of  i;}.')  acres  of  land  at  Ocean 
Park,  fronting  on  Semianco  Bay. 

It  is  subdivided  into  JOS}  lots,  which  were  intended  to  be  leased 
out  to  suitable  persons  to  form  1.  Chautauqua  or  summer  8ch(K)l  and 
campinfT  grouiul^  for  tlie  Mctluniist  people  of  this  Province.  Jn 
addition  there  is  a  park  fronting  on  the  bay,  consisting  of  about 
twenty  ac  res,  upon  wiiich  tliere  is  built  a  pavilion  wiiere  the  summer 
school  litts  liceii  held  in  the  past,  and  at  the  rear  of  the  lota  is  a  Park 
Reseru-  of  approximately  thirty  acres,  the  whole  property,  inclwdiag 
the  lots  and  tlie  park  being  13,">  acres,  as  before  stated.  In  1913  a 
l)roposal  was  made  to  th.'  British  (.'olumbia  Conference,  held  at  Van- 
couver, and  a  resolution  was  passed  in  the  following  words:

A  eonsiilerahle  jwriiwl  elapM-d  k-fore  the  property  could  be  trans- 
I'erred.  t>wing  to  the  fact  that  the  xulMlivision  plans  had  never  b«n 
filed  and  there  arose  difliculty  in  fding  these  plans  untler  the  "  I^and 
licfristry  Act.''  The  matter  was  finally  completed,  and  the  plans 
filed  and  the  projaTty  was  conveyed  to  the  Trustees  ap|N)inteil  hy 
Conference  on  the  Gth  of  January,  1!)U.  At  the  time  the  pro|M'rtv 
was  conveyed  there  wore  two  mortgages,  one  on  the  westerly  one-half 
in  favor  of  Mr.  John  Horner,  amounting  to  approximately  sUS.dOO.nn 
and  anotlier  mortgage  on  the  easterly  one-lialf  in  favor  of  George 
Marsliall  for  approximately  $8,(X)0.00,"  The  Association  had  a  flctat- 
ing  debt  of  approximately  $.3,500.00.  The  Marshall  mortgage  was 
l)ast  dne  and  forecloanre  proceedings  were  threatened.  The  formi>r 
owners  of  the  profjerty  had  already  negotiated  a  mortgage  with 
Mrs.  .Mice  B.  Taylor,  of  Amherst.  Nova  ScofJa.  iu  the  sum  of 
$10.(100.00.  This  mortgage  was  completed  by  the  present.  Trustees 
and  out  of  the  proeei>ds  the  Marshall  mortgage  was  paid  off  and  the 
Italenee  was  applied  in  reduction  of  the  floating  d«bt. 


JSel'tnv  the  jnopLTty  was  taken  omt  1»j  the  Trustees  appniiited 
!)}■  t'oiilVrciici'.  Mxly-iiiiic  IcaM's  iiail  been  sold  and  agreements)  had 
liet'ii  issued  li}  the  loriuer  owners  agreeing  to  issue  tliese  leases  when 
I  he  purcliase  priee  ol!  the  leases  had  heen  paid  in  full.  8oinc  of 
these  lease-liolders  have  paid  the  purehase  priee  of  their  lease  in  full 
and  ha\('  reeeived  their  leases  covering  a  period  of 'ninety -nine  years 
witliout  furtlier  liahility  except  to  pay  a  rental  equal  to  the  annual 
la.v  charge  of  the  Municipality  ol'  Surrey.

.\gainst  these  liahilities  the  Vssociation  has  accruing  on  these 
Icax's  as  almvc  stated  $n,UiS.(M),  and  there  is  still  unsold  about  two 
hundred  lots,  hesides  the  two  parks.  This  does  not  include  the  lots 
held  hy  th-.  original  owners  in  settlement  of  tlieir  claim. 

It  has  heen  impossible  to  recover  the  sale  price  of  the  leases  from 
the  ])rest'nt  holdcis  without  entering  into  suit  and  it  is  felt  by  the 
Trustees  tiiat  to  commence  legal  actions  against  tiiis  large  number 
of  lease-holders  would  be  fatal  to  the  whole  proposal.  The  Trustees 
I'urther  Ix'ieve  that  no  part  of  the  leasehold  money  can  be  recovered 
during  the  next  year.  The  mortgage  to  John  Horner  is  past  due; 
interest  on  Airs.  Taylor's  mortgage  is  more  than  one  year  in  arrears 
and  foreclosure  |)roceedings  are  likely  to  Ik"  started  by  her  solicitors. 
I'nless  some  comjilete  reorganization  of  the  pro])osal  is  effected  the 
property  will  most  likely  l)e  foreclosed  before  another  meeting  of 
Conference. 

The  following  Trustees  and  other  persons  are  each  ijarties  to  a 
bond  guaranteeing  the  mortgage  to  Mrs.  Taylor,  each  person  being 
-cpiu.itcly  liable  in  tiie  sum  i)f  $V.(t()0.0(»,  nanu-ly:

Unless  a  rcadjustmen*^  takes  place  these  parties  will  undoubtedly 
be  sued  upon  their  several  covenants  to  pay. 

The  Trustees  are  of  the  opinion  that  if  the  matter  is  allowed 
to  proceed  further  in  the  name  of  the  Conference,  and  if  the  lease- 
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holders  are  foreclosed,  as  they  would  be  by  the  mongRgees  il  the 
mortgage  money  is  not  paid,  a  situation  would  be  created  which  was 
never  within  the  contemplation  of  Conference  at  the  time  the  prop- 
erty was  taken  over. 

The  Trustees,  therefore,  recommejid  that  they  be  allowed  to 
form  a  company  limited  by  shares  for  the  purpose  of  taking  over  the 
Ocean  Park  property ;  that  this  company  be  formed  with  a  capital  of 
$200,000.l)lt.  divided  into  1,000  common  shares  of  $100.0(»  each 
having  the  power  to  elect  three-fiftlis  of  the  Directors  of  the  com- 
pany, and  1,000  sliarcs  of  $UK).00  each  preferred,  having  a  preference 
of  5  per  cent,  per  annum  accumulative  dividends  pavable  out  of  the 
profits  only  of  tlie  company. 

That  Cotifcrcncc  autliorizc  sah^  of  the  Oceau  Park  property  to 
this  company  in  consideration  of  tiie  issue  to  the  present  Trustees 
on  behalf  of  Conference  of  the  whole  of  the  common  shares  of  the 
company.  That  the  preferred  shares  Iw  available  for  issue  to  the 
present  lease-holders  and  to  persons  having  agreements  for  leases 
and  upon  agreement  for  leases. 

The  company  would  then  be  in  a  position  to  negotiate  with  the 
lease-holders  and  with  those  holding  agreements  for  leases  and  with 
any  other  suitable  persons  with  a  view  to  renting  the  lots  and  camp- 
ing grounds  at  Ocean  Park  for  an  annual  rental  suflficient  to  pay  the 
interest  and  taxes  upon  the  whole  property  and  to  eventually 
liquidate  the  entire  debt  of  the  property.  The  company  would  also 
have  availai)Ie  for  sale  a  large  part  of  tiie  preferred  shares  and  an 
effort  could  be  made  to  dispose  of  the.*e  preferred  shares  to  the 
Methodist  {wople  for  the  purpose  of  liquidating  the  debt  and  for 
making  siu'ii  improvements  as  would  carry  out  the  original  proposal 
to  make  Ocean  Park  a  proper  Chautauqua  for  the  MetluKlist  people  of 
British  Columbia  and  the  Western  Provinces  of  Canada. 

Dated  this  29th  day  of  May,  1916. 

On  motion  of  William  Savage  and  seconded  by  Rev.  W.  S.  A.  Crux, 
aiij  resolved,  that  the  permission  of  Conference  be,  and  the  same  is 
hereby  granted 'to  the  Trustees  of  Ocean  Park  to  sell  the  wliole  pr 
any  part  of  the  following  lands,  upon  such  terms  and  conditions  as 
the  Trustees  see  fit. 

On  motion  of  William  Savage  and  Rev.  A.  E.  Stephenson,  the  report 
as  amended  was  received,  and  the  Trustees  were  to  confer  with  the 
Annual  Conference  Special  Committee. 

Resolved,  that  the  report  of  the  Trustees  of  Ocean  Park  as 
amended  be  received  and  that  the  same  be  referred  to  Annual  Con- 
ference Special  Committee  with  instructions  to  consult  with  the 
Trustees  of  Ocean  Park,  and  with  power  to  take  such  action  in  the 
matter  as  shall  Im;  agreed  upon  by  Iwth  Conference  Sjwcial  Committee 
and  the  Trustees  of  Ocean  Park.     Carried.
